REGULATION MADE UNDER THE 
RESIDENTIAL RENT REGULATION ACT, 1986 


RENTAL HOUSING MAINTENANCE 
STANDARDS 


DEFINITIONS 
1. In this Regulation, 


“basement” means any room where more than 50 per 
cent of the height from the floor to the ceiling is 
below the average finished adjacent ground level; 


“exterior common areas” means the residential com- 
plex excluding buildings or structures; 


“suard” means a protective barrier, which may or 
may not have openings through it, around openings 
in floors, windows or at the open sides of stairs, 
landings, balconies, mezzanines, galleries, raised 
walkways or other locations to prevent accidental 
falls from one level to another; 


“habitable space” means any room or area used or 
intended to be used for living, sleeping, cooking or 


eating purposes and includes a washroom; 


“notable water” means water approved for human 


consumption and use under the Ontario Water 


Resources Act; 


“sewage system” means a municipal sanitary sewage 
system or a private sewage disposal system; 


“washroom” means an area containing a toilet, urinal, 
bathtub shower or washbasin or any combination 
thereof, Ov Reg: 768/88,-s. 1: 


APPLICATION 


2. This Regulation applies to rental units and resi- 
dential complexes located in any part of Ontario 
where no by-law is in force under section 31 of the 
Planning Act, 1983 or a predecessor thereof or under 





any special Act respecting standards for maintenance 
and occupancy. O. Reg. 768/88, s. 2. 


GENERAL 


3. If a maintenance standard is not met but a com- 
ponent, system or thing existing on the day this Regu- 
lation comes into force or any replacement or mainte- 
nance thereof is performing in a manner which fulfils 
its intended function and does not adversely affect the 
health or safety of the tenants, the component, system 
or thing shall be deemed to meet the maintenance 
standard. O. Reg. 768/88, s. 3. 


4.—({1) Subject to the tenant’s responsibility for 
ordinary cleanliness of the rented premises, a require- 
ment set out in this Regulation that a residential com- 
plex or part thereof be maintained means that the 
landlord shall provide such facilities and take such 
action to ensure that the residential complex or part 
thereof is safe, clean, in a good state of repair and fit 
for habitation. 


(2) The landlord shall maintain any services and 
facilities supplied by the landlord and maintain com- 
mon areas intended for the use of the tenants. 


(3) Maintenance shall be carried out with suitable 
and sufficient materials in a good and workerlike 
manner. O. Reg. 768/88, s. 4. 


5. The structural elements in a residential complex 
shall be maintained in a sound condition so as to be 
capable of sustaining safely their own weight and any 
load which may normally be imposed by the actual or 
intended residential use and by natural causes. 
O. Reg. 768/88, s. 5. 


FOUNDATION WALLS, FLOORS 


6.—(1) A foundation wall, basement, cellar or 
crawl space floor, slab on grade, exterior wall and roof 
shall be structurally sound, weathertight and damp- 
proofed and shall be maintained so as to reasonably 
protect against deterioration, including that due to 
weather, fungus, dry rot, rodents, vermin or insects. 


(2) Storm water run off shall be drained from the 
grounds of the residential complex and any area below 
exterior grade so as to prevent excessive ponding, ero- 
sion or the entrance of water into a building or 
structure. O. Reg. 768/88, s. 6. 


LIGHT AND VENTILATION 


7.—(1) An existing opening in the exterior surface 
of a building designed for a door, window or skylight 
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shall be equipped with a door, window or skylight 
capable of performing the intended function and the 
landlord shall, 


(a) ensure that the doors, windows and skylights 
are weathertight; 


(b) refit, replace, renew, caulk and weatherstrip 
any damaged, decaying, defective or missing 
doors, windows, frames, sashes, casings, 
hatchways or screens; 


(c) reglaze broken or missing glass; and 


(d) replace defective or provide missing hard- 
ware. 


(2) Subject to subsection (4) and section 13, bed- 
rooms, living rooms and dining rooms shall have a 
window or a door which contains a window that faces 
directly to the outside of the building and other habit- 
able space shall have electric lighting as permitted by 
the Building Code. 


(3) All habitable space shall have natural or 
mechanical means of ventilation in accordance with 
the Building Code. 


(4) Despite subsections (2) and (3), 


(a) a window or natural ventilation is not 
required in a kitchen, dining room or wash- 
room if electrical lighting and mechanical 
means of ventilation is provided; and 


(b) a window is not required in habitable space, 
other than a bedroom, if there is an opening 
in a dividing wall to an adjoining room and 
the adjoining room has a minimum of 5 per 
cent window area of the combined floor 
areas and if the required ventilation is 
provided. 


(5) At the request of the tenant, each window ina 
rental unit that is located above the storey, 


(a) that has its floor closest to grade; and 


(b) that has its ceiling more than 1.8 metres 
above grade, 


shall be equipped with a safety device to prevent any 
part of the window from opening so as to admit a 
sphere greater than 100 millimetres in diameter, 
except that the window must be capable of being 
opened by an adult tenant in an emergency without 
the use of tools. 


(6) Artificial lighting shall be provided in habitable 
space and in exterior and interior common areas to the 
level required by the Building Code, and maintained 
to permit safe use and passage. O. Reg. 768/88, s. 7. 
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ROOFS 


8. A roof shall be watertight and the roof, includ- 
ing a cornice flashing, fascia, soffit, coping, gutter, 
rainwater leader, vents or other roof structure, 


(a) shall be maintained to properly perform its 
intended function; and 


(b) shall be kept clear of obstructions, hazards 
and dangerous accumulations of snow and 
ice. QO. Reg. 768/88, 5s. 8. 


FLOOR, STAIRS, ETC. 


9.—(1) A floor, stair, veranda, porch, deck, bal- 
cony, loading dock or similar structure and every cov- 
ering, guard or surface finishing attached or laid 
thereto shall be maintained. 


(2) Where a guard is required by the Building 
Code for new construction or renovation, a guard 
shall be provided and maintained even though new 
construction or renovation is not undertaken. 
O. Reg. 768/88, s. 9. 


INTERIOR WALLS, ETC. 


10. Interior claddings and finishes of walls and 
ceilings, including elevator cars, shall be maintained 
in a safe and sanitary condition, free from holes, leaks 
or deteriorating materials.

GENERAL 


11.—{1) Subject to subsections (2), (3) and (4), 
every rental unit shall have a sufficient supply of pota- 
ble water and shall contain at least the following, 


(a) a toilet;

(b) water-resistant walls in a tub surround anda 
shower; 


(c) a door which can be secured from the inside 
and can be opened from the outside in an 
emergency; and 





(d) an artificial light fixture which is main- 
tained.

12.—{1) A landlord shall ensure a continuous and 
adequate supply of fuel, service or utility which pro- 
vides light, heat, refrigeration, water or cooking facili- 
ties for a rental unit occupied by a tenant, except for 
such reasonable period of time as may be required for 
the purpose of repair or replacement of the service or 
utility. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply where the tenancy 
agreement makes the tenant responsible for the supply 
of fuel, service or utility and the supply has been dis- 
continued because of arrears in payment.

BASEMENTS 
13. A rental unit located in a basement shall, 


(a) be equipped with windows or, except for a 
bedroom, be equipped with electric lighting; 


(b) be ventilated in accordance with the Build- 
ing Code; 


(c) be maintained so that walls and floor are free 
of dampness and impervious to water leak- 
age, 


(d) be equipped with a fire-rated separation 
between a rental unit and a furnace or boiler;

14. Those portions of a residential complex used 
for human habitation, including common areas, shall

HEATING, VENTILATION, MECHANICAL 


17.11) Heating, ventilating and mechanical sys- 
tems, including stoves, heating appliances, fireplaces 
intended for use, chimneys, fans, air conditioners, 
pumps, filtration and other equipment provided to 
supply heat, air conditioning, ventilation or other ser- 
vices shall be properly maintained and capable of 
being operated.

(4) Heat shall be provided and maintained so that 
the room temperature at 1.5 metres above floor level 
and 1 metre from exterior walls in all habitable space 
and any area intended for normal use by tenants, 
including recreation rooms and laundry rooms but 
excluding locker rooms and garages, is at least 20° Cel- 
sius at the outside winter design temperature as set out 
in Subsection 2.5.1 of the Building Code. 


(5) Subsection (4) does not apply to a rental unit 
where a minimum of 20° Celsius can be maintained 
but the tenant can regulate the temperature within the 
rental unit. 


(6) A rental unit shall not be equipped with a por- 
table heating appliance as a primary source of heat. 


(7) Where heating equipment burns solid or liquid 
fuel, a storage place or receptacle for such fuel shall be 
provided in a safe place and maintained in a safe con- 
dition. 


(8) Chimneys, smoke-pipes, flues and gas vents 
shall be maintained so as to prevent the escape of 
smoke or gases into building containing rental units 
and they shall be kept clear of obstructions. 


(9) Only heating appliances approved for use by a 
recognized standards testing authority shall be pro- 
vided in a room used or intended for use for sleeping 
purposes. O. Reg. 768/88, s. 17. 
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PLUMBING AND DRAINAGE SYSTEMS 


18.—{1) Plumbing and drainage systems and 
appurtenances in a residential complex shall be main- 
tained free from leaks, defects or obstructions and 
adequately protected from freezing. 


(2) A means of sewage disposal approved by the 
Ministry of the Environment or the local health unit 
shall be maintained in a residential complex.

The Commission requires that all disclosure statements be filed on the forms 
provided by the Commission: 


Many constituency associations maintain the records required by the statutory 
disclosure provisions on computers and generate the information for their 
statements from their computers. 


Chief financial officers that wish to use computer-generated information for the 
disclosure statements must have the format approved by the Commission prior 
to filing the computer-generated statement. 


Computer-generated statements must contain all the required information in a 
format substantially similar to the Commission’s forms.

Filing Date 


Annual returns for the year ended December 31 are due on or before May 31 in the 
following year. 


Responsibility for filing on time rests with the chief financial officer. Since the 
annual financial statement must be reported on by the auditor, it is necessary that 
the chief financial officer and the auditor meet to discuss the audit and filing 
process.

This is especially important 
during a campaign period where such items affect campaign expenses subject to 
limitation, 


The schedule requires information regarding description, acquisition date, supplier

limited under the Act. Furthermore, such contributions are not eligible for an official 
receipt for provincial tax purposes.

DURING A CAMPAIGN PERIOD 

The Election Finances Act contains a number of important provisions with regard to 
the acceptance of contributions by or on behalf of a registered candidate. These 
provisions deal with such questions as: 

(1) who may contribute, 

(3) types of contributions, 

(4) limits on contributions, 

(2) who may accept contributions, 

(5) depositing, recording, and reporting of contributions, 

(6) soliciting contributions, and 

(7) receipts for contributions. 

As chief financial officer of a registered candidate, you should become completely 
familiar with these various provisions. Each of these topics will be outlined in detail 
in the paragraphs that follow. (Particular note should be made of the recording 
requirements for contributions -- see paragraphs 10.23 - 10.30 below.) 


WHO MAY NTRIBUTE 


Contributions may be made to a registered candidate only by the following 
individuals or organizations: 


- A person who is normally resident in the Province of Ontario. Persons serving 
in the Armed Forces, Diplomatic Service or similar type of employment abroad 
are considered residents of Canada and if their normal home was in the 
Province of Ontario, they are eligible to make a contribution. Members of the 
House of Commons domiciled in Ontario but representing an electoral district 
outside the Province of Ontario are not considered persons normally resident in 
the Province of Ontario. 
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= A corporation that carries on business in the Province of Ontario. Many 


corporations carry on business through subsidiaries and affiliated companies 
and provided each business carries on an “active business" as that expression is 
defined in paragraph 125 (7)(a) of the Income Tax Act (Canada) each qualifies 
as a contributor. 





- A trade union as defined by the Labour Relations Act or the Canada Labour 
Code that holds bargaining rights for employees in the Province of Ontario to 
whom those acts apply and includes any central, regional or district labour 
council located in the Province of Ontario. 


sections 17(1) and 30(1)(a) 


.04 A person, corporation or trade union may only contribute funds that actually belong 
to the contributor. However, a political tax credit may be claimed by either the 
contributor or the contributor’s spouse. 


section 20(1) 


.05 Where contributions are made to a registered candidate through an unincorporated 
association or organization (many small businesses such as retail stores and repair 
shops are unincorporated; so are partnerships such as law firms and joint ventures 
by corporations), then the contributor must make a record of each particular person 
or corporation who was the source of the contribution and make a record of the 
amount of each particular contribution. Note that this requirement does not apply to 
trade unions as described above. 


sections 20(1) and 27 


For example, Brown’s Bakery, an unincorporated partnership business, wishes to 
contribute $100 to a registered candidate. This contribution must be broken down 
into its particular sources and amounts -- for instance, $40 may. have come from Mr. 
Brown, $30 from Mrs. Brown, $20 from Mr. White and $10 from Mr. Black. This 
information must then be made available to the candidate’s chief financial officer 
before the contribution can be accepted so that the contribution can be properly 
attributed to each contributor and receipts issued accordingly. 


06 A registered candidate may also use personal funds for the purposes of an election 
campaign. However, such use is a contribution and the candidate is governed by 
the same limitations that apply to any other contributor. This means that a 
candidate may only use up to $750 of personal funds during the campaign period 
(See Guideline G9 -- The Use of a Candidate’s Own Funds). 


section 19(3) 


.07 An official candidate of a registered political party may receive from the party or the 
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constituency association or from a trust fund registered with the Commission or 
from the foundation of the party, funds, goods or services in any amount. These 
funds, goods or services are not considered to be contributions to the registered 
candidate (see para. 10.30).

.08 Anonymous contributions that are received by a registered candidate with the 
‘exception of collection of money at meetings referred to in para. 10.10, may not be 
used or expended by the candidate, but must be paid over to the Commission.

09 If a contribution to a registered candidate consists of money and if the amount of 
the contribution exceeds $25, it must be made either (a) by a cheque having the 
name of the contributor legibly printed thereon, signed by the contributor, and 
drawn on an account in the contributor’s name or (b) by money order signed by the 
contributor or (c) in the case of monies contributed by an individual by a credit carc 
having the name of the individual imprinted or embossed thereon.

11. There is considerable flexibility for a registered candidate to allocate funds raised at 
a fund-raising function between contributions and expenses. However, there is a 
point at which some portion of the per person admission charge (i.e. the price of the 
admission ticket divided by the number of persons admitted by the ticket) for such 
function must be treated as a contribution: 


(a) Where the per person charge is $25 or less, it may be considered entirely a 
contribution or any combination of contribution and expense allocation. 


(b) Where the per person charge is $25 or more, any amount up to $25 may be 
considered to cover expenses but the remainder must be considered a 
contribution. 


If the per person charge is considered entirely a contribution, an official receipt must 
be issued for the full price of the ticket. For each event the original allocation of the 
per person charge between a contribution and expense should be consistent for each 
ticket sold. 
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REMEMBER:Should the contribution component of any per person charge for 
admission exceed $25, the entire ticket price must be paid for by a cheque, money 
order or credit card. 





Other income earned in holding a fund-raising event (i.e. refreshment sales) must be ~ 


recorded and reported to the Commission.

Goods or services (other than those referred to in paragraphs 10.13 and 10.14 below) 
provided to a registered candidate from a supplier in the campaign period are to be 
considered as a contribution except where the aggregate value of all goods and 
services provided by the supplier in the period is valued at $100 or less, and the 
supplier has indicated that such goods or services are not to be considered as a 
contribution. 


The value of goods or services for purposes of the Act is deemed to be the lowest 
market price for similar goods or services at the time of their provision.

For example, if a candidate pays $150 for the printing of handbills, and the lowest 


market price available to other customers is $275, then the difference of $125 is 
deemed to be a contribution to the candidate by the printer. 


Where a registered candidate receives any goods produced by voluntary labour and 


these goods are not paid for by the party, constituency association or candidate, then 


such goods are not considered to be a contribution to the registered candidate.

Where a registered candidate receives any services performed by an individual 
voluntarily without compensation from the party, constituency association or 


candidate and the individual does not receive from the volunteer’s employer or from 


any person, corporation or trade union pursuant to an arrangement with the 
volunteer’s employer, compensation in excess of that which the volunteer would 
normally receive during the period such service is performed, then such services are 
not considered to be a contribution to the registered candidate. Note that these 
must be services actually performed by an individual. 


section 1(1)

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For example, if a volunteer offers to transport voters in the volunteer's car to the 
polls on voting day, this is not a contribution to the registered candidate 


voluntarily for the candidate this is not a contribution. But, if a person loans goods 
such as a typewriter or car or makes space available for the use of the candidate 
then this is a contribution to the registered candidate, and the value of such use 
must be considered a contribution except where the total value of goods and service: 
provided by the person does not exceed $100 and the person indicates that the value 
is not to be considered a contribution. The difference in the last two examples is 
that these are not services that have been actually performed by the individual. 


Where advertising having a total aggregate cost exceeding $100 from a single source 
is provided on behalf of a registered candidate by any person, corporation or trade 
union with the candidate’s knowledge and consent, the advertising is considered to 
be a contribution to the registered candidate. However, where broadcasting facilities 
are provided without charge in accordance with the provisions of the Broadcasting 
Act (Canada), the regulations thereunder and guides published in accordance 
therewith, the provision of such free time does not have to be considered a 
contribution to those parties or candidates under the Act.

In addition, 
where such contributions ainertaing goods, services or advertising) have a total 
aggregate value exceeding $100 from a single source, the C.F.O. must also record the 
name and address of the contributor (see para. 10.26).

All literature and other communication used in connection with any solicitation of 
contributions by or on behalf of a registered candidate must clearly identify the 
candidate as being the recipient or beneficiary of such contributions.

Official receipts for tax purposes must be issued for every contribution received by a 
candidate’s campaign and the candidate’s chief financial officer is responsible for 
ensuring proper receipts are completed for every contribution accepted. 


There is one situation only where a C.F.O. does not actually prepare an official 
receipt for a contribution to the candidate and that is in the instance where party 
officials have provided the Commission with a signed “Declaration of Trust” in 
relation to Agency Contributions, as explained in Guideline G19.

ELIGIBLE HOMES 
1.—{1) For the purposes of clause 1 (2) (b) of the 
Act, a “semi-detached house” includes a dwelling 
house that is joined to another dwelling house at the 
footing or foundation by a wall above or below grade 


or both above and below grade. 


(2) For the purposes of clause 1 (2) (e) of the Act, 


the prescribed standards with which a mobile home | 


must comply are Canadian Standards Association 
Standard CAN/CSA-Z240 MH Series-M86 Mobile 
Homes. 


(3) For the purposes of clause 1 (2) (h) of the Act, a 
manufactured home that is manufactured in whole or 
in part at an offsite location and that is intended for 
basement installation is an eligible home if the manu- 
factured home is designed and intended for year-round 
residential occupancy and it complies with, 


(a) Ontario Regulation 419/86 (General) under 
the Building Code Act; 

(b) if the manufactured home is constructed in 
sections that are not wider than 4.3 metres, 
Canadian Standards Association Standard 
Z240.2.1. Structural Requirements for 
Mobile Homes and Canadian Standards 
Association Standard Z240.8.1 Light Duty 
Windows; or 


if the manufactured home is constructed in 
sections that are 4.3 metres or wider, Cana- 
dian Standards Association Standard A277- 
M1981 Procedure for Certification of Fac- 
tory Built Houses. 


(c) 


(4) For the purposes of subclause 1 (3) (d) (ii) of the 
Act, the prescribed standard for the foundation of a 
mobile home is Canadian Standards Association Stan- 
dard CAN 3-Z240.10. 1-86 Recommended Practice for 
the Site Preparation, Foundation and Anchorage of 
Mobile Homes. 


(S) For the purposes of clause 1 (3) (e) of the Act, an 
individual shall not be considered to own an eligible 
home that is a manufactured home referred to in sub- 
section (3) unless the individual has an ownership 
interest in the eligible home and, 
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(a) the individual owns a freehold estate, other 
than as a mortgagee, in the land that will be 
subjacent to the eligible home after basement 
installation; or 


the individual is a lessee of the land that will 
be subjacent to the eligible home after base- 
ment installation. O. Reg. 13/89, s. 1.

INTEREST RATES 


2. For the purposes of the Act, the prescribed rate — 


of interest is 2 per cent less than the rate or rates of 
interest determined under Part XLIII of the Regula- 
tions made under the Income Tax Act (Canada) for the 
purposes of subsection 161 (1) of that Act for the same 
period of time for which interest is being calculated 
under the Act. O. Reg. 13/89, s. 2. 


ADDITIONAL TERMS OF THE PLAN 


3.—{1) For the purpose of paragraph 18 of section 2 
of the Act, the following additional conditions are pre- 
scribed: 


1. The plan describes all fees and service 
charges that may be imposed by the deposi- 


tary of the plan or by any other person under 5 


the terms of the plan, in connection with the 
plan or any of the assets of the plan and the 
plan specifies the amount of the fees and ser- 
vice charges or sets out a formula or method 
for calculating the fees and service charges. 


2. The plan provides that the planholder is not 
liable for any fees or service charges in con- 
nection with the plan or assets of the plan 
that are not described in the terms of the 
plan or for the portion of any fee or service 
charge in excess of the amount specified in 
the terms of the plan unless the planholder 
has been given written notice of the intention 
to impose or increase the fee or service 
charge at least thirty days before the fee or 
service charge is to be first imposed or the 
increase is to take effect. 


3. The plan provides that no information or 
material in the possession of the depositary in 
connection with a planholder’s Ontario home 
ownership savings plan that relates to the 
plan, the planholder or the spouse of the 
planholder shall be disclosed or released by 
the depositary to any person not legally enti- 
tled thereto without the prior written consent 
of the planholder. 


(2) For the purposes of subsection (1), if a plan- 


holder is given written notice of an intention to impose 
or increase a fee or service charge at least thirty days 
before the imposition or increase, the fee or service 
charge or the increased fee or service charge is consid- 
ered to be a fee or service charge described in the 
terms of the plan.

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HOME PURCHASE RELEASES 


4.—{1) For the purposes of paragraphs 1 and 2 of 
subsection 5 (1) of the Act, a planholder of an Ontario 
home ownership savings plan shall designate a solici- 
tor and make application to the depositary of the plan- 
holder’s plan for release of the assets of the plan by 
providing to the depositary a partially completed 
home purchase declaration in Form 2 that contains, 


(a) the information set out in Parts 1 and 3 of the 
declaration and set out in Part 2 of the decla- 
ration if the planholder is married and either 
residing with his or her spouse or residing 
apart from his or her spouse for reasons other 
than marriage breakdown; 


the planholder’s signed certificate and direc- 
tion set out in Part 2 of the declaration; 


the signed certificate of the spouse of the 
planholder set out in Part 2 of the declaration 
if the planholder is married and either resid- 
ing with his or her spouse or residing apart 
from his or her spouse for reasons other than 
marriage breakdown; and 

(d) the undertakings set out in Part 3 of the dec- 
laration to be given by the solicitor desig- 
nated by the planholder. 


(2) For the purposes of paragraph 3 of subsection 
5 (1) of the Act, a return that is required to be filed by 
a depositary of an Ontario home ownership savings 
plan shall be in the form of a true copy of a home pur- 
chase declaration in Form 2 that relates to the release 
of the assets of the plan and shall be, 

(a) complete to the extent required under sub- 
section (1) with respect to Parts 1, 2 and 3; 
and 
(b) completed and executed by an officer of the 
depositary authorized by the depositary to 
complete and execute such returns on behalf 
of the depositary with respect to Part 4. 


(3) For the purposes of paragraph 3 of subsection 
5 (1) of the Act, a depositary shall file a return 
required under that paragraph by mailing the return 
by ordinary prepaid mail to the Minister on or before 
the 10th day of the month following the month in 
which the depositary released the assets of the plan to 
the solicitor designated by the planholder. 


(4) For the purposes of subparagraph (i) of para- 
graph 5 and paragraph 6 of subsection 5 (1) of the Act, 
the prescribed time is 180 days after the date of release 
by the depositary of the assets of the plan to the solici- 
tor in trust. 


(5) For the purposes of paragraph 5 of subsection 
5 (1) of the Act, the prescribed manner in which a 
solicitor shall remit the entire assets of a plan is by 
way of a payment by the solicitor to the depositary 
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from whom the assets were received to the credit of 
the planholder’s Ontario home ownership savings plan 
in an amount that is equal to the amount released to 
the solicitor in trust on the release of the assets of the 
plan, together with a true copy of the home purchase 
declaration in Form 2 that contains the signed certifi- 
cate of the solicitor that is required under Part B of 
Part 5 of the declaration.

WITHHOLDINGS AND REMITTANCES 


5. For the purposes of clause 9 (2) (b) of the Act, an 
amount required to be deducted and withheld by a 
depositary shall be remitted, together with a return in 
Form 3, by the depositary to the Minister, 

(a) if the amount is required to be deducted and 
withheld on or after the first day of a month 
but before the 16th day of that month, on or 
before the 25th day of that month; or 


if the amount is required to be deducted and 
withheld after the 15th day of a month but 
on or before the last day of that month, on or 
before the 10th day of the next following 
month. O. Reg. 13/89, s. 5. 


6. No amount is required to be deducted, withheld 
and remitted by the depositary of an Ontario home 
ownership savings plan who pays out or releases any 
assets of the plan to the planholder under subsection 
9 (2) of the Act, 


(a) if the payment or release is made on or before 
the 31st day of December of the calendar 
year in which the planholder first became a 
planholder of an Ontario home ownership 
savings plan; and

RECORDS OF DEPOSITARY 


7.—{1) For the purposes of subsection 14 (1) of the 
Act, the records required to be kept by a depositary 
are records that are sufficient to determine, 


(a) the amount and date of each contribution 
made by each planholder who enters into an 
Ontario home ownership savings plan with 
the depositary; 

(b) the social insurance number of each plan- 
holder who enters into an Ontario home 
ownership savings plan with the depositary 
and of the spouse, if any, of each such plan- 
holder, unless the planholder and the spouse 
are living apart by reason of marriage break- 
down; 


all amounts credited by the depositary to 
each Ontario home ownership savings plan 
of which it is the depositary; 


(c)

(d) all amounts required to be deducted, with- 
held and remitted by the depositary to the

ted; 


(e) the nature of the types of the deposits in 
which the assets of the Ontario home owner- 
ship savings plans are held by the depositary; 
and 


(f) the dates, amounts and particulars of all 
releases, transfers and payments of assets of 
Ontario home ownership savings plans of 
which it is the depositary. 


(2) A depositary may keep records that are required 
to be kept under the Act in a form that is a reproduc- 
tion made by a photographic, photostatic, microfilm- 
ing or other process that reproduces an exact copy of 
an original, if the depositary provides reasonable 
access to any equipment that is required to read the 
reproduced records. 


(3) A depositary may keep records that are required 
to be kept under the Act by means of an electronic 
data system if the depositary maintains the original 
records in the form of an accounting system that pro- 
vides ready access to primary source documents and 
data containing the transactions that are recorded on 
the electronic data system. O. Reg. 13/89,s. 7. 


REVIEW AND APPROVAL OF SPECIMEN PLANS 


8.—(1) A depositary may apply at any time to the 
Minister for a ruling that the terms of a specimen plan 
or an amended specimen plan prepared by the deposi- 
tary for use under the Act as an Ontario home owner- 
ship savings plan comply with the Act by submitting a 
copy of the terms of the specimen plan or the amended 
specimen plan to the Minister. 


(2) The Minister shall provide to each depositary 
who applies for a ruling with respect to a specimen 
plan or an amended specimen plan, 


(a) if the Minister is of the opinion that the terms 
of the specimen plan or the amended speci- 
men plan comply with the Act, a ruling to 
that effect; or 


(b) if the Minister is of the opinion that the terms 
of the specimen plan or the amended speci- 
men plan do not comply with the Act, a rul- 
ing to that effect that sets out the reasons 
why the Minister is of that opinion.

Having received a request from the Regional Direc- 
tor, West Central Region, Ministry of the Environ- 
ment, that an undertaking, namely: 


The activity of managing the contaminated 
wastes which may be found in the soil and — 
groundwater both in and around the property of 
Chemical Waste Management Limited at Site 7, 
Lot 6, Concession 9, Smithville Industrial Park, 
Township of West Lincoln, Regional Municipal- 
ity of Niagara; which management activities 
involve an ongoing securing and control of con- 
taminated wastes, destruction of secured PCB 
wastes, remediation of contaminated ground- 
water and bedrock and the offsite disposal of 
contaminated wastes which may not be suitable 
for destruction, 


be exempt from the application of the Act pursuant to 
Section 29; and 


Having been advised by the Regional Director, 
West Central Region, Ministry of the Environment, 
that if the undertaking is subject to the application of 
the Act, the following injury, damage or interference — 
with the persons and property indicated will occur: 


A. The time which would be involved in pre- 
paring an Environmental Assessment and 
seeking approval under the Act would signi- 
ficantly delay the implementation of the 
undertaking exacerbating the following situ- 
ations: 
(i) Contaminants from the site have 
gained access to groundwater. An 
aquifer, located in close proximity to 
the site, is a source of water supply to 
local area residents. The aquifer has 
been contaminated, thereby poten- 
tially threatening the health of the 
local area residents, and impairing a 
resource which was being used as the 
sole source of water supply to the 
Community of Smithville; 
(ii) Surface and groundwater flows dis- 
charge to Spring Creek and then to 
Twenty Mile Creek, a major water- 
course in the area. Since contaminant 
inputs, such as PCBs _bio-magnify 
through the food chain, failure to take 
action may result in the contamina- | 
tion of the aquatic life of Spring Creek 
and Twenty Mile Creek; and 
(iii) Members. of the public may be 
exposed to contaminants as the com- 
munity uses surrounding areas for 
recreational or other public activities.

B. The public and the Municipality are anxious 
| that the undertaking be implemented as soon 
as possible to avoid further potential public 
exposure to, and offsite migration of, subsur- 
face contaminated wastes; 


C. The Ministry of the Environment and the 
Municipality are negotiating an agreement 
with respect to how the cleanup and storage 
of PCB waste shall proceed, which when 
finalized will be filed with the public records 
maintained under Section 31 of the Act by 
the Environmental Assessment Branch of 
the Ministry of the Environment at its main 

office; 


D. A Liaison Committee with representatives 
from the local citizens has been established to 
monitor progress made in the cleanup up of 
the site and eventual disposal of the contami- 
nated wastes; and 


E. The various instructions, approvals and 
orders which may be issued under the 
Environmental Protection Act and the 
Ontario Water Resources Act will result in 
the management activities being carried out 
in a safe manner. 





This exemption is subject to the following terms and 
conditions: 


1. No wastes other than contaminated soil, 
water or other materials from the manage- 
ment activities being carried out under this 
Order shall be brought to the site.

(e) Offering first Right of acquisition of 
the property to the Corporation of the 
Township of West Lincoln once the 
site has been restored to a clean condi- 
tion so that it may be used for the 
originally intended use.

1. A vehicle rate group class is established mathematically based on relative loss 
costs. 


2. All vehicles are assigned a vehicle rate group class based on a Combine se OF 
factors for: 


a) loss experience for similar models; and 
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b) loss experience for all models with the same age. 


Vehicle Rate Group 20 is the rate group to which vehicles with a loss costs equal 
to the average loss costs of all vehicles are assigned. Vehicles exhibiting loss 
costs less than the average loss costs of all vehicles are assigned to a lower 
vehicle rate group class. Vehicles exhibiting loss costs higher than the average 
loss costs of all vehicles are assigned to a higher vehicle rate group class. 


The vehicle rate group classes and their factors are shown in Table 1. 
Table 2 is a list of vehicles and their respective vehicle rate group classes. 


(a) When new model years of any existing make and model are introduced, a factor 
for the loss experience for that make and model is combined with a factor 
for age group 0 (current model year). 


(b) When a new make and model, without any prior experience, is introduced, a 
factor for the loss experience for the new make and model is determined 
from a grouping of similar types of makes and models. This factor is 
combined with a factor for age group 0 (current model year).

in the Part V EPA Provisional Certificate of 
Approval for the site. 


The City and Cherokee shall participate in a 
landfill site environmental Liaison Committee 
(“the Liaison Committee’’) appointed by the 
City Council composed of representatives 
from the City, Cherokee and members of the 
public including one or more neighbours of 
the site to provide advice and provide review 
comments. This Committee is to function 
within the terms of reference as established by 
the City and Cherokee and approved by the 
Regional Director of the Northeastern Region 
of the Ministry of the Environment (‘‘the 
Regional Director’) and modified from time 
to time as needed. 


For the purposes of Section 45 of the 
Environmental Assessment Act, R.S.O. 1980, 
ch 141, land which has been used for the dis- 
posal of waste shall be deemed to include any 
lands and waters shown as being within the 
“proposed Limits of Application”, in Figure 
12, the “Basis of Application”, following page

1. In the Panel’s opinion, is there an occupational association 
between working in the Canadian General Electric Company (CGE) 
Dufferin Street Lamp Plant Coiling and Wire Drawing Department 
(CWD), and: 


(a) the development of breast cancer? 
(b) the development of gynaecological cancers? 


2. If it is determined that there is an occupational association 
between working in the CGE CWD and the development of cancer: 


(a) What is the Panel’s opinion regarding the likely causal 
agent or process? In particular, is there any evidence to 
suggest that exposure to methylene chloride may cause an 
increased incidence of breast cancer and/or gynaecological 
cancer in workers? 


(b) What should the standards of eligibility for compensation 
be? The following criterion were considered: 


Duration and intensity of exposure; 
Latency period from time of first exposure. 


(c) Under what circumstances would it be unlikely that there is 
an occupational cause?

1.0 THE BOARD REFERENCE 

Let In a letter dated June 24, 1987, the Board referred a reported 
excess of breast and gynaecological cancers among female 





workers in the Coiling and Wire Drawing (CWD) Department at 
the Toronto Dufferin St. plant of the Canadian General 
Electric Company to the Panel and requested advice on the 
following questions: 


Le In the Panel's opinion, is there an occupational 
association between working in the Canadian General 
| Electric Company (CGE) Dufferin Street Lamp Plant Coiling 
and Wire Drawing Department (CWD), and: 





(a) the development of breast cancer? 
(b) the development of gynaecological cancers? 


2 If it is determined that there is an occupational 
association between working in the CGE CWD and the 
development of cancer: 


(a) What is the Panel's opinion regarding the likely 
causal agent or process? In particular, is there 
any evidence to suggest that exposure to methylene 
chloride may cause an increased incidence of breast 
cancer and/or gynaecological cancer in workers? 


(b) What should the standards of eligibility for 
compensation be? We considered the following 
eriteria: 

Duration and intensity of exposure; 
Latency period from time of first exposure. 

(c) Under what circumstances would it be unlikely that 
there is an occupational cause? Should data be 
collected regarding such factors as: 
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Familial history of breast or gynaecological 
cancer}; 

Hormonal status; 

Age at first pregnancy; 

Age of onset of cancer. 


(d) Should the compensation approach be founded on the 
Statutory Schedule, Policy Guideline or on a case by 
case adjudication basis? 


The Board's letter of referral also mentioned that Mr. Elie 
Martel in November, 1982, had announced in the Legislature 
that 24 women in the CWD department of the CGE lamp plant had 
been diagnosed as having tumors, a number of which were 
malignant and at least 5 women had died of cancer at that 
point in time. Age ta. result of. these findings, an 
epidemiological investigation, led by Prof. Harry Shannon of 
McMaster University, was initiated in August, 1983, funded by 
the Board, the Ministry of Labour and the CGE Company. The 
Board's lettér (ofitreferraly is ~Shown in its entirety in 
Appendix A. 


The Board letter also contained the following attachments: 
An undated report of the results of the Shannon 
epidemiological investigation (entitled ‘Cancer Morbidity 
in Lamp Manufacturing Workers’); 
A Board-initiated review of the Shannon study by Dr. A.B. 
Miller (dated January 14, 1987); 
Two CGE-initiated reviews of the Shannon study by Drs. R. 
Monson and O. Wong (dated November 4-5, 1986); 
A review by Board staff (Dr. N.B. Hilliard) (dated 
November 27, 1986); 
The original Shannon study protocol (without appendices) 
dated April 18, 1983; 
Various journal articles, letters of correspondence and a 
NIOSH Current Intelligence Bulletin on methylene 
chloride. 


PANEL INVESTIGATIONS 


Panel staff met with parties of interest including labour and 
management representatives, and received information and 
materials from them related bo, Laie reference (United 
Electricals? Sept.0'25, 1987)e" Safi alsoimet with Dr. Richman 
(Heller, Dec. 2, 1987) and visited the CGE Oakville East plant 
(Heller, Sept. 9, 1988). 


Professor Shannon provided panel with a complete copy of his 
study protocol including appendices dated April 18, 1983 
(Shannon, June 9, 1988). 
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2v3 The Panel also received review Papers on the risk factors 
associated with breast and endometrial cancers (Miller, Jan. 
7, 1988); the toxicology of methylene chloride (Clary, June 6, 
1988); and a critique of the methodology in the Shannon study 
(Andrews, Jan. 4, 1988). Professor Shannon provided responses 
to the critiques (Shannon, Nov. 4, 1987 and March 1, 1988) as 


well as additional study details (Shannon, September 20, 
1988). 


Zon Panel also reviewed a variety of relevant literature and other 


information (see Appendix B for a complete listing of 
evidence). 


3-0 THE ISSUES 


3.1 The Panel has considered the several questions formulated by 
the Board in its reference of June 24, 1987. Having pondered 
these questions, the Panel has determined that they can be 
most appropriately addressed if they are approached as raising 
two distinct issues. 


Bee The first issue is the issue of probable connection. Is there 
a__probable___connection between breast and gynaecological 
cancers _among. CWD workers at the CGE plant and their 
workplace? Essentially, this issue encompasses the Board's 
questions is a), 1. (i); and 2% (a). 


3¢3 The second issue is the issue of compensability. What are the 
considerations pursuant to which compensation might be awarded 
to the afflicted workers? This issue encompasses the Board's 
questions 2. tb); 2. (ce); and 2° (d)* 


4.0 THE ISSUE OF PROBABLE CONNECTION 





4.1 A brief chronology will help to place the information 
considered by the Panel in a clear and understandable order. 
In 1981, representatives of the union local of the Canadian 
General Electric lamp plant on Dufferin Street in Toronto 
reported a number of cases of female cancers among their 
fellow employees to the Joint Occupational Health and Safety 
Committee (JOHSC). Dr. Jack Richman, the ' occupational 
physician consultant to the CGE plant at the time, thereupon 
launched his own investigation by obtaining information on the 
health status of the CWD workers through personal interviews 
and medical insurance forms. 


4.2 Dr. Richman's report was completed in June, 1982 and stated 
that “the purpose of this study was to investigate an 
apparently high incidence or prevalence of female tumors in 
the coiling area of the lamp department... despite the many 
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shortcomings of the investigative procedures, all methods of 
analysis seemed to show that there ie. Papnsiatistically 
significant increase in cancers of the breast, uterus, and 
cervix in the female population in the coiling area." Despite 
its methodological shortcomings, his study reported a total of 
8 cancers among the CWD female workers (4 breast, 3 uterus and 
cervix, and 1 ovarian cancer) as well as 15 in the non-CWD 
areas of the plant. Richman's study became public knowledge 
when it was reported to the legislature on November 8, 1982 by 
Mr. Elie Martel. 


Upon reviewing the Richman report, the JOHSC requested that 
McMaster University conduct an epidemiological study to 
determine whether or not there was a significant increase in 
breast and gynaecological cancers among the female workers in 
the CWD department in this plant. In November, 1986, 
Professor Harry Shannon of McMaster University presented the 
findings of his study to a public meeting of the workers. The 
study found a significant excess of breast and gynaecological 
cancers among the CWD female workers (specifically 8 breast, l 
cervix uteri, 2 body of uterus and 1 ovary for a total of 12 
cases where 6-68 were expected). 


In reflecting on the evidence before it, the Panel considers 
that the important threshold question is whether there is in 
fact a significant excess of breast and gynaecological cancers 
among the female CWD workers at the CGE Dufferin Street lamp 
plant. 


In Table III of his study, Shannon reports that there is a 
statistically significant difference between the observed and 
expected number of breast and gynaecological cancers among the 
female CWD workers in this plant. As his test statistic, he 
uses the Standardized Morbidity Ratio (SMbR) for the combined 
site cancers, employing a two-sided test at the 5% level of 
significance. That is, his test answers the question: what is 
the probability that a difference in either direction as large 
(or larger) than the one between the observed and expected 
number of cancer cases at these combined sites could occur 
strictly due to-chance alone? His answer is that the odds of 
this happening by chance are less than 1 in 20. Based on this 
test, one is compelled to conclude that it is more likely that 
the observed number of cases is greater than the expected 
number - He does not report any individual sites of cancer 
(either the breast, cervix uteri, body of uterus or ovary) as 
showing a statistically significant difference, again using a 
two-sided test at the 95% level. It should be noted that 
Shannon reports the 95% confidence limits on the SMbR of 180 
for all gynaecological and breast cancers (in his Table III) 
as being. 103 and 314 when they are in fact 93 and 314. This 
correction makes the reported SMbR not quite significant at 
the 5% level using a two-sided test. 
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In combining the cases of breast and gynaecological cancers 
(including the cervix uteri, body of uterus and Ovary) before 
performing a statistical test of Significance, Shannon made 
the assumption that this combining of sites was biologically 
plausible. Biological plausibility hinges on the argument 
that there is some evidence of a common, underlying biological 
model linking both the causal agent and the various cancer 
disease sites. The causal agent could be an identifiable 
putative workplace carcinogen (denoted for the moment as 
Substance X) about which there is either animal or human 
evidence linking Substance xX exposures to the relevant 
cancers. Or the causal agent could be one or more human risk 
factors for which there exists either a body of animal or 
epidemiological evidence linking cancers at these sites to the 
risk factors (thereby implying a common underlying biological 
model, for instance, of the hormonal mechanisms in female 
biology). 


In the matter of a putative workplace hazard ("Substance X"), 
methylene chloride was used as a degreasing solvent in the CWD 
environment at the CGE Dufferin St. plant during the relevant 
time period. In view of the National Institute for 
Occupational Safety and Health (NIOSH) Current Intelligence 
Bulletin No. 46 (April 18, 1986) recommending that methylene 
chloride be regarded as a "potential occupational carcinogen”, 
Panel sought and received advice on its toxicology and 
particularly the significance of studies of animals exposed to 
methylene chloride (Clary, June 6, 1988). The animal data 
show that methylene chloride induces a significant excess of 
benign mammary tumours in rats (but not in mice or hamsters) 
at high exposure levels (500 ppm or greater) only. The Clary 
report stated that this benign tumour induction was species- 
specific (in rats only) and seemed to provide evidence of an 
indirect hormonal mechanism. There is some animal evidence, 
therefore, supporting the role of female hormonal mechanisms 
induced by methylene chloride in the production of benign 
mammary tumours. 


As to the evidence from animal or epidemiological studies 
linking the cancer sites in question to common risk factors, 
the Panel received a report (Miller, Jan. 7, 1988) in which 
it was stated that: 


"in evaluating the possibility of a hazard, it would be 
far more rational to combine breast and endometrial 
cancer, than [to] combine either with cancer of the 
cervix uteri, or other gynaecological cancers as, with 
the exception of ovarian cancer, they have no risk 
factors in common. An example of a carcinogen effect is 
that of cigarette smoking. Smoking increases the risk of 
cancer of the cervix, but reduces the risk of endometrial 
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cancer, and probably has no effect on breast cancer (IARC 
Monograph on the Evaluation of the Carcinogenic Risk of 
Chemicals to Humans. Vol. 38, Tobacco Smoking, 1986)". 


It appears, therefore, that an assumption of biological 
plausibility can reasonably sustain the linking of breast 
cancers with cancers of the body of the uterus and ovary, but 
not with cancer of the cervix uteri or other gynaecological 
sites. 


In reanalyzing the data in Table III of Shannon's study by 
combining the cancer sites noted above, there results a total 
of 11 observed cases where approximately 5-54 would be 
expected, a finding which yields an SMbR of 199 which is of 
borderline statistical significance using a two-sided test at 
the 5% level (95% confidence limits: 99, 355). 


It is worth noting that there is nothing sacred about the use 
of the 5% significance level. One could readily employ a 10% 
test of significance in which case the risk of being wrong 
(that is, of accepting a finding as significant when it is in 
fact due to chance alone) at this level would be less than 1 
in 10 (or less than 10%). By this standard, both the findings 
of excess breast cancer alone and of excess combined cancers 
of the breast, ovary and body of the uterus are found to be 
significant. 


However, Shannon notes in his protocol of April 18, 1983 
(Appendix VI, Statistical Analysis of Data, p.3l) that “tests 
will be one-sided, with the primary level of significance at 


alpha = 0.05". In a one-sided test, one asks whether or not 
the observed cases are greater than expected, statistically 
speaking. This is a less stringent test than the two-sided 
test reported in Table III. Using the one-sided test, the 


Panel has calculated that the individual breast site shows a 
significant excess of cancers at the 5% level as do the 
combined sites of breast, ovary and body of the uterus. To 
put it differently, the odds are less than 1 in 20 that one 
would observe this number of cases (or more) strictly by 
chance alone given the expected number of cases. 


On the face of it, therefore, the study shows a near- 
significant excess of the combined cancers of the breast, body 
of uterus and ovary using a two-sided test at the 5% level. 
Alternatively, using a one-sided test at the 5% level, the 
Panel notes that there is a significant excess of breast 
cancer alone and of combined cancers at the sites noted above. 


At this juncture, a critical issue of science needs to be 
addressed. This is whether the Shannon study validates or 
merely raises the hypothesis of industrial disease among the 
CWD female workers at the CGE Dufferin Street plant. 
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Management and both of the unions representing the workers 
have made extended attempts without success to find another 
lamp manufacturing plant in either Canada or the United States 
which would have lamp CWD production processes and 
technologies similar to those in the Dufferin St. plant. 
Should such a comparable plant have been found, then it would 
have been possible to determine whether Or not the finding of 
these excess cancers could be verified among the Dufferin St. 
CWD female workers by studying the health experience of 
workers in the second plant. Lacking a comparable plant 
through which to validate the Dufferin St. findings, the Panel 
is faced with a single instance study reporting a significant 
excess of certain female cancers in a Single workplace. Such 
Studies are referred to as identifying ‘clusters’ of excess 
disease and epidemiologists generally consider that cluster 
studies raise hypotheses of excess disease but do not prove 
them. 


In his study, Shannon states that anecdotal reports by CWD 
workers had raised the issue of excess “tumours of the breast 
and female reproductive system” among the workers in the CWD 
department, but that there was only one cancer (of the breast ) 
thereby revealed. In the same study, he makes no mention of 
the Richman study (Richman, Drafts One and Two, 1982) which 
preceded it and which revealed a total of 8 cancers among the 
CWD female workers (4 breast, 3 uterus and cervix, andl 
Ovarian cancer) as well as 15 in the non-CWD areas of the 
plant. However, Shannon's protocol, completed in April, 1983, 
states that “preliminary estimates found 8 malignant tumours 
at the sites noted above [breast cancer and female 
reproductive system]” (Protocol, p.2). This indicates that he 
must have been aware of these cases. 


Epidemiologists call the cases to which the Shannon protocol 
refers ‘index cases’ because they are instrumental in the 
formulation of the hypothesis of excess disease. Various 
methods are suggested for dealing with cluster studies 
including the removal of index cases before undertaking the 
analysis; Yor ~the ‘application of more’ stringent tests of 
significance. But all such methods are considered 
unsatisfactory because they involve ex post facto 
manipulations of the same data used both to raise and to 
verify the same hypothesis. Shannon notes in this regard: 


“All but one of the tumours that prompted the study were 
benign. Thus the cases found in this’ study are largely 
independent of the original cluster. We have thus used 
new data to test a previously generated hypothesis. (We 
might have omitted the a priori case but this would have 
created a bias since there is no definitive method to 
adjust the expected numbers. It should be noted that 
even if we had reduced the observed number of a priori

cases by one and made no adjustment to the expected 
number the increase would still have been statistically 
significant).” (p-13) 


Thus, Shannon is aware of the method of removing index cases 
before undertaking the analysis; but he refers to only one a 
priori case whereas there were in fact eight such cases. 
Removal of all eight cases before his analysis would have left 
the findings without interest. 


The methodological critique of Shannon's study by Andrews 
(Jan. 4, 1988) mentions two central problems, that of multiple 
hypothesis testing, and that of selection effects. The first 
point relates to the number of hypotheses tested and the lack 
of appropriate levels of significance in their testing; the 
second refers to the selection effects preceding and 
precipitating his study. These include both the anecdotal 
worker reports and the Richman report. Andrews concluded, 
therefore, that: 


“Taking account of [the] multiplicity of possible tests 
and the selection effect- the effective level is much 
less significant than as stated. The stated level is so 
marginal that accounting for these effects would render 
it uninteresting. 


"There is no strong evidence to lead to the conclusion 
that the workplace is associated with risk.” 
(Andrews, p-10) 


In his response (Shannon, March 1, 1988) to the Andrews’ 
critique, Shannon suggests that the methodological 
shortcomings in the Richman report were reason enough to 
ignore the reporting of the 8 cases of breast and 
gynaecological cancers in his own study. 


It appears to Panel that, once Richman had reported 8 cases of 
breast and gynaecological cancer among the female workers of 
the CWD department, those cases were no longer a priori cases 
but rather were ‘index cases’; and that mention of them should 
have been made in Shannon's study. The existence of these 8 
index cases weakens the finding -of significance of excess 
disease among these workers. 


Based on the data in Tables V and VI of the study, the 
arrangement of the cancers of the breast, ovary and body of 
the uterus for the CWD female workers does support the 
argument that there may be a biological gradient of increasing 
risk with increasing ‘exposure’ (defined as years of 
employment in CWD). The Panel notes that the SMbR for the 
combined cancers among those workers with the longest exposure 
and the longest time since first exposure is significant at

the 5% level using a two-sided test. However, there are not 
enough data to develop a dose/response relationship fully. 
Nevertheless, the Panel observes that Table V for the combined 
sites noted above supports the possible 


existence of such a 
relationship. 


Concerning the use of methylene chloride in the CWD 
environment from 1959 to 1985, the animal evidence shows that 
high exposures (of 500 ppm or more) lead to the production in 
rats (but not in mice or hamsters) of a Significant excess of 
benign, but not malignant, mammary tumours (Clary, June 6, 
1988). To date, human studies involving exposure to methylene 
chloride have failed to reveal any excess cancers. It 
therefore appears to Panel that the premise that methylene 
chloride may have played a role as a workplace carcinogen is 
unsubstantiated. 


The Panel discovered that thorium oxide was used in the CGE 
Dufferin Street plant (Martin, June 13, L988)" "~buc that its 
handling in a loose form was confined to another area of the 
plant (in another building and three stories away)- Moreover, 
the epidemiological literature does not associate its use with 
any of the reported cancers. Trichloroethylene was employed 
as a degreasing solvent from the early 1950's to 1971 but the 
annual volumes used are unknown. As a result, the Panel 
cannot point to a causal agent which could have been the 
putative workplace carcinogen. 


The Panel notes that breast cancer is the most common female 
cancer and the lifetime risk of a woman contracting this 
disease is about 10%. The reported excess number of cancers 
in the sites of interest are just over five; and of these 
five, four are breast cancers (Table III). In the population 
of some 204 CWD female workers, one would expect a normal 
occurrence of about 20 cases of breast cancer over the 
lifetime of the entire group. 


To pursue this point, the Panel had analyses prepared on its 
behalf er(Milier,*°July 15; E98) “by "the "Stati Gf. the 
Epidemiology Unit of the National Cancer Institute at the 
University of Toronto based on repeated random samplings from 
a cohort of women participating in the National Breast 


Screening Study (NBSS). Figure 1 shows the distribution of 
Standardized Mortality Ratios (SMRs) in 100 random samples 
from this cohort. This analysis illustrates how an SMR of 


1.99 or greater (using the Panel's estimate of the combined 
site SMbR calculated in Paragraph 4.9 above) could arise by 
chance alone in 5 out of 100 samples drawn at random from a 
population with no increased risk for breast cancer. Figure 2 
shows the distribution of observed to expected cases when 
1,000 samples of size 100 each are drawn from the same 
cohort. Given a ratio of observed to expected cases of 1.99, 
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the graph shows that such a ratio could be exceeded by chance 
alone in 47 out of 1,000 samples or 4.7% of the time. Both 
figures clearly show how a finding of apparent statistical 
significance can arise by chance alone ina _ study group in 
which, by definition, there is no excess risk of breast 
cancer. 


These facts suggest that the occurrence of a cluster of excess 
breast and gynaecological cancers could take place by chance 


alone. Indeed, it has been suggested that there could be any 
of a number of workplaces in Toronto and its vicinity 
employing female workers for which an appropriate 


epidemiological cohort study would reveal an excess number of 
breast cancer cases. This possibility weakens the hypothesis 
that the reported cancer cluster is workplace-related. 


Is there other evidence that could serve to validate the 
hypothesis of the workplace-relatedness of this reported 
cancer cluster? Other comparable plants are seemingly not 
available. However, the separate evaluation of the health 
experience of this cohort of female workers for a period of 
time following 1982 (the end of the study followup period) 
would yield an independent estimate of the risk of breast and 
gynaecological cancers. Professor Shannon has provided the 
age distribution of the living members of this female cohort 
at the end of 1982 (Shannon, Sept. 20, 1988); and the Panel 
estimates that an additional followup of 5 years (from 1983- 
87) would produce fewer than 2 expected cases of female 
cancers at the sites in question (namely, breast, ovary and 
body of the uterus). A ten year followup (from 1983-92) 
would produce about 4 expected cases. In» order, to verify 
conclusively the existence of a probable connection between 
these diseases and the CWD workplace, the Panel could draw 
upon the protocol for the Shannon study (including a one-sided 
test of significance of 95%, the power of the study being 
greater than 80%, and assuming an SMbR of 200) and the data in 
his revised Table V showing excess cancers, namely the cells 
showing at least 15 years time since first exposure in CWD, to 
ask the following question. During the post-1982 followup 
period, what is the probability of observing excess cancers at 
these sites among the female CWD workers remaining in the 
Shannon cohort who have had at least 15 years elapse since 
their first exposure (to the CWD workplace)? A conclusive 
answer to this question by study of the surviving members of 
the original cohort would not be available until after the 
year 2000. 


The Panel recapitulates the conclusions to which it has 
arrived in this section of its Report: 


4.26

1. There is sufficient animal and human evidence to provide 
biological plausibility for the combining of breast 
cancers with cancers of the body of the uterus and Ovary, 


but not with cancer of the cervix or other gynaecological 
sites. 


dis Using a two-sided probability test of Significance, there 
is a finding of excess breast cancer alone and of excess 
combined cancers of the breast, Ovary and body of the 
uterus at the 10% level. At the 5% level, the excess of 
these combined cancers is of borderline significance. 


Bs Using a one-sided probability test of Significance, there 
is a finding of excess breast cancer alone and of excess 
combined cancers at the 5% level. That is, the chances 
of making these findings using a one-sided test when 
there are in fact no excess cancers are less than ite 


20; 
4. However, Shannon's study does not mention the 8 cases of 
cancer at these sites reported by Richman. Because of 


Richman’s report, these 8 cases were no longer a priori 
cases and their existence weakens. the finding of 
Significance of excess disease among these workers. 


5. The data in Shannon's study support the possible 
existence of a biological gradient of increasing risk 
with increasing dose (measured as duration of employment 
in the CWD department). Indeed, the Standardized 
Morbidity Ratio for the combined cancer sites of the 
breast, ovary and body of the uterus among workers with 
the longest exposure and the longest time since first 
exposure is significant at the 5% level. 


6. There is little evidence to support the premise that 
methylene chloride was the workplace carcinogen. Nor 
could the Panel identify any other hazardous substance 
which could have played the role of a causal agent in the 
production of these cancers. 


We Breast cancer is the most common female cancer and the 
lifetime risk of a woman contracting this disease is 
about 10%. For this reason alone, the cluster of excess 
breast and gynaecological cancers could have occurred by 
chance. 


For these reasons, Panel Members Buck, Dupré, Gibson, LeVay, 
Miller and Stevens make the following finding: 
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FINDING 1: AT THIS TIME, WE CANNOT MAKE A FINDING OF 
PROBABLE CONNECTION BETWEEN BREAST AND 
GYNAECOLOGICAL CANCERS AMONG CWD WORKERS AT THE 
CGE DUFFERIN ST- PLANT AND THEIR WORKPLACE. 
HOWEVER, THE EVIDENCE BEFORE US DOES NOT 
PRECLUDE THE POSSIBILITY OF WORK-RELATEDNESS. 
RESOLVING THE ISSUE BY EPIDEMIOLOGICAL MEANS 
REQUIRES A STUDY WHICH, AT THE EARLIEST, IS 
UNLIKELY TO YIELD AN ANSWER BEFORE THE NEXT 
CENTURY - 


In addition to the conclusions drawn above, Panel Members 
Gagnon and Jolley add the following: 


ies In Paragraph 4.9, the Panel reanalysed the data in Table 
III of the Shannon study, using a Poisson distribution to 
yield an SMbR of 199, which is of borderline significance 
using a two-sided test at the 5% level, with the lower 
confidence level of 99. However, Shannon uses a Poisson 
distribution for expected numbers less than five and a normal 
distribution for expected numbers 5 or above. Using Shannon's 


methodology, the increase in cancer of the breast, body of 
the uterus and ovary reaches statistical significance on a 
two-sided test at the 5% level. But drawing a significant 


distinction between lower confidence levels of 99 or just 
above 100 suggests a precision that is not provided in 
epidemiology. And as stated in Paragraph 4.10, there is 
nothing sacred about the use of the 5% significance level. 


2: In addressing the issue of whether this is a cluster or 
not, the report of Schulte et al. (1987) described 61 clusters 
in which the index cases were retained in all of the analysis, 
and therefore the test of significance and the criteria for 
duration of exposure and appropriate latent period were 
applied to further reduce the play of chance. The Shannon 
study meets both of these tests and should not require the 
removal of the index cases. 


Using Shannon's analytical methods, the increase in cancer of 
the breast, body of the uterus and ovary is statistically 
significant in both the two and one-sided tests at the 5% 
level and Table V confirms a biological gradient of increasing 
dose, with a statistically significant increase in cancer of 
the breast, body of the uterus and ovary among the women with 
the longest duration and the longest latency, which according 
to the Schulte study would mean the possibility of a cluster 
in the CGE CWD area being chance-related represents a 
relatively rare event. 
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3 While no causative agent has been positively identified 
there are at least two potential carcinogens, methylene 
chloride and trichloroethylene, which have been identified by 
the National Institute for Occupational Safety and Health 


based on findings from the National Toxicology Program in the 
Uso 


The list "of toxic “substances “in ‘Table It of the study is 
clearly incomplete since trichloroethylene was not listed, and 
the fact that records are kept for only five years provides no 
assurance that the list is complete for the time period under 
study. And there is no exposure data for the substances of 
interest. However, probable connection has been made in other 
circumstances where potential carcinogens are present but the 
actual causative agent is unknown. 


4. While the scientific evidence is not perfect, there are 
two problems that preclude the Panel from testing the 
hypothesis further. There is no other comparable facility and 
since the women workers in the CWD area were told that the 
increases in these cancers and especially breast were 
significant and breast screening or mammography was 
recommended, future follow up of this cohort may well be 
biased. 


5° The Shannon study was funded ‘by the company, Canadian 
General Electric, the Ontario Workers’ Compensation Board, and 
the Ontario Ministry of Labour. The protocol for the study 


including the selection of the study population and the 
analytical methods were approved first by the company, CGE and 
the union representing the workers in that plant, the United 
Electrical, Radio, and Machine Workers of Canada, and then 
reviewed by both the WCB and the Ministry of Labour before 
agreeing to assist in the funding. 


Therefore, it was the responsibility of all of these parties 
to ensure that the study be carried out in a manner consistent 
with proper epidemiological principles. The workers were 
certainly led to believe that all parties had agreed that the 
study constituted a proper scientific endeavour, and were told 
that the study did show a statistically significant increase 
in breast and gynaecological cancers and would form the basis 
for compensation. 


For these reasons, Panel Members Gagnon and Jolley make the 
following finding: 


FINDING 1A: AT THIS TIME, WE FIND A PROBABLE CONNECTION 
BETWEEN CANCER OF THE BREAST, BODY OF THE 
UTERUS AND OVARY AND WORK IN THE COIL AND WIRE 
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DRAWING AREA OF THE CGE DUFFERIN ST. LAMP 
PLANT. 


Panel Member Chong follows an approach presented by Frumkin 
(1987) in arriving at his finding: 


Step l: Is a cancer cluster suspected? Answer: Yes. 
Step 2: Is there really an excess of cancer? Answer: Yes. 
Step 3: Is any particular type of cancer overrepresented? 


Answer: Yes (combining cancers of the breast, ovary 
and body of the uterus). 


Step 4: Has sufficient latency elapsed? Answer: Yes (in 7 
of the cases). 

Step: Are any confounders likely to have contributed? 
Answer: No. 

Step 6: Is any particular job type overrepresented among the 
cancer cases? Answer: Yes (working in the CWD 
workplace). 

Step 7: Can any carcinogenic job exposures be identified? 
Answer: Possibly methylene chloride. 

Step 8: Can any carcinogenic environmental exposures. be 


identified? Answer: No (no data available). 


Absence of an identified exposure to a putative workplace 
carcinogen weakens the occupational causation of the observed 
disease excess. The absence of this exposure information does 
not preclude the existence of a probable connection. 


In line with these considerations, Panel Member Chong makes 
the following finding: 


FINDING 1B: AT THIS TIME, I FIND THE EVIDENCE BETWEEN 
BREAST AND GYNAECOLOGICAL CANCERS AMONG CWD 
WORKERS AT THE CGE DUFFERIN ST. PLANT AND 
THEIR WORKPLACE APPROXIMATELY BALANCED FOR AND 
AGAINST WORK-RELATEDNESS. RESOLVING THE ISSUE 
OF PROBABLE CONNECTION BY EPIDEMIOLOGICAL 
MEANS REQUIRES A STUDY WHICH, AT THE EARLIEST, 
IS UNLIKELY TO YIELD AN ANSWER BEFORE THE NEXT 
CENTURY - 


THE ISSUE OF COMPENSABILITY 


There is nothing in the Workers’ Compensation Act which 
requires, in the disposition of an individual claim, that a 
probable connection be established between a disease and a 
workplace as a condition of compensation. To the contrary; 
Section 3(4) of the Act stipulates: 


"In determining any claim under this Act, the decision 
shall be made in accordance with the real merits and 
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justice of the case and where it is not practicable to 
determine an issue because the evidence for or against 


the issue is approximately equal in weight, the issue 
shall be resolved in favour of the claimant.” 


One of the questions posed by the Board in the present 
reference asks whether its compensation approach should be 
founded on the statutory schedule, policy guidelines or case 
by case adjudication basis. As a general proposition, the 
Panel considers that statutory schedules or policy guidelines 
(eligibility rules) serve the important purpose of structuring 
the Board's discretion by providing criteria that are 
generally applicable to situations in which stipulated 
diseases are linked to corresponding workplaces. Being 
applicable to comparable situations as they arise, the 
criteria serve the goals of equity and predictability in 
compensation. SO as to be credible to all concerned, such 
generally applicable criteria should rest upon scientific 
findings that establish a probable connection between diseases 
and workplaces. 


But probable connection is not the determining issue in case 
by case adjudication. A plain reading of Section 3(4) makes 
it apparent that any claim under the Act calls for a Board 
decision made in accordance with the real merits and justice 
of the case. Section 3(4) further stipulates that where 
evidence for or against an issue is approximately equal in 
weight, the issue shall be resolved in favour of the claimant. 


With respect to the merits and justice of compensation claims 
arising from the unique situation encompassed by the present 
reference, the Panel observes that it will not be possible to 
resolve the issue of probable connection by epidemiological 
means until the next century. This is in a context where the 
affected group of workers has lived under a cloud of doubt 
concerning its occupational health and safety since at least 
November of 1982. The Panel considers that to defer the issue 
of compensability for such a long time would be to transgress 
the rudimentary principle that justice delayed is justice 
denied. 


As for weighing the evidence with respect to any particular 
claim, the issue is that of balancing the possibility of 
chance against the possibility of work-relatedness (see 
Paragraph 4.25). The existence of a sizable cluster of 
disease among workers employed in a particular area of the 
plant is a matter of fact. The possibility that this cluster 
is the product of chance is real, particularly because there 
is such a high incidence of breast cancer in the female 
population. This chance possibility is enhanced in turn by 
the absence of any robust evidence to suggest the presence of 
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a workplace carcinogen. However the possibility that the 
cancer is work-related is also real. 


In this connection, the Panel has found it helpful to examine 
empirical data on clusters. While there are not much data, a 
report from Schulte et al. (1987) gives some information. 
They describe 61 clusters of cancer reported to NIOSH between 


1978 and 1984. The cancers involved tended to be those of 
sites common to the general population. The index cases were 
retained in all their analyses. Only 16 of the clusters 


actually had an excess of observed over expected cancers. Of 
these 16, the excess was statistically significant in 8 
clusters (at the 5% level). Among these 8, only one cluster 
satisfied the criteria of exposure and an appropriate latent 
period. Thus only 1 of the 61 would seriously raise the issue 
of compensability. 


This result is material to the question of chance-relatedness. 
When a cluster arises through a chance deviation from the 
general population rate of cancer; the distribution of 
exposure deviations and of latent periods will also be 
determined by chance. A double coincidence is needed to 
produce a cluster which has credible exposure and latent 
periods. Therefore, elimination of clusters which do not 
satisfy exposure and latency requirements provides a second 
test for the cluster to pass. The first test is statistical 
significance which we know is not adequate because the index 
cases are included. The second test reduces the play of 
chance somewhat further. The results of the Schulte study, 
although not based on a large number of clusters, suggest that 
only 1.6% of clusters pass both the first and the second test. 


In this light, it appears to some Panel Members that the 
possibility that the CGE cluster is chance-related would 
represent a relatively rare event. In weighing this 
possibility against work-relatedness, these Panel Members 
conclude that the balance is approximately even. 


In the circumstances, and on a case by case basis, these Panel 
Members consider that the key considerations in awarding 
compensation should be each claimant's occupational history in 
the CWD department, and verification of a diagnosis of breast 
cancer or cancers of the body of the uterus or ovary. The 
generally recognized principle of workers’ compensation that 
one takes the worker as one finds her should eliminate the 
relevance of such factors as a familial history of cancer and 
hormonal status. Given a diagnosis of breast, uterine or 
ovarian cancer, what is material is the duration of an 
individual's exposure to the CWD area and the latency period 
of the cancer. On a case-by-case basis, numerical criteria on 
these two counts should be approached flexibly lest, by being 
taken as hard and fast, they create delusions of precision. 
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As broad indicators and drawing upon the information in Table 
V of the Shannon study, these Panel Members suggest a minimum 
employment period among female workers in the CWD workplace of 


around 5 years and a minimum latency period of around 15 
years. 


In line with the above considerations, Panel Members Buck, 
Chong, LeVay and Stevens make the following finding: 


FINDING 2: ON A CASE BY CASE BASIS, THE BOARD SHOULD 
ADJUDICATE CLAIMS FOR BREAST, UTERINE AND 
* OVARIAN CANCERS ARISING FROM THE CWD AREA OF 
THE CGE DUFFERIN ST. PLANT IN THE CONTEXT OF 
SECTION 3(4) OF THE WORKERS’ COMPENSATION ACT. 
EVIDENCE FOR AND AGAINST THE POSSIBILITY OF 
WORK-RELATEDNESS SHOULD BE TAKEN AS BALANCED 
WHEN THE CLAIMANT'S MINIMUM EMPLOYMENT PERIOD 
IN THE CWD AREA IS AROUND 5 YEARS AND THE 
LATENCY PERIOD IS AROUND 15 YEARS. 


However , other Panel Members consider that the key 
considerations in awarding compensation should include, in 
addition to all of the above, continuing evidence of excess 
cancer at the hypothesized disease sites (breast alone or in 
combination with the ovary and body of uterus) among the CGE 
CWD female workers in Shannon's cohort. Such evidence could 
consist of 4 more cases of combined site cancers appearing 
during the 1983-87 followup period. The approximate SMbR for 
such a finding would be 219 which, tested using a one-sided 
test following Shannon's protocol, would yield ap value (or 
probability) of about 0.11 (or 11%). That is, the odds of 
finding 4 or more cases among these workers during this 
additional followup period (1983-87) by chance alone would be 
about 1 in 9. These Panel Members would regard the appearance 
of these additional cases in this time period as constituting 
a balancing of the evidence for and against the proposition of 
the work-relatedness of these cancers. 


This line of reasoning leads Panel Members Dupre, Gibson and 
Miller to make the following finding: 


FINDING 2A: ON A CASE BY CASE BASIS, THE BOARD SHOULD 
ADJUDICATE CLAIMS FOR BREAST, UTERINE AND 
OVARIAN CANCERS ARISING FROM THE CWD AREA OF 
THE CGE DUFFERIN ST. PLANT IN THE CONTEXT OF 
SECTION 3(4) OF THE WORKERS’ COMPENSATION ACT. 
IN THOSE CASES WHERE THE CLAIMANT'S MINIMUM 
EMPLOYMENT PERIOD IN THE CWD AREA IS AROUND 5 
YEARS AND THE LATENCY PERIOD IS AROUND 15 
YEARS, EVIDENCE FOR AND AGAINST THE POSSIBILITY 
OF WORK-RELATEDNESS SHOULD BE TAKEN AS BALANCED 
ONCE THERE IS EVIDENCE OF CONTINUING EXCESS 
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DISEASE ARISING FROM THE CWD AREA OF THE CGE 
DUFFERIN ST. PLANT AMONG THESE WORKERS, SUCH AS 
4 MORE CASES OF CANCER AT THE SITES OF INTEREST 
IDENTIFIED IN THE YEARS 1983 THROUGH 1987. 


For their part, Panel Members Gagnon and Jolley reason as 
follows: 


Since we do not know the actual causative agent and have no 
historical exposure data, eligibility rules requiring specific 
duration of exposure cannot be sustained. 


While epidemiology is able to identify a probable connection 
between cancer of the breast, body of the uterus and ovary and 
the workplace, epidemiology cannot identify occupational 
disease in individual workers. Nor should compensation be 
limited only to those workers whose duration of exposure and 
latency periods fall within a statistical excess identified 
through epidemiological methods. This would ignore the 
contribution that the workplace made to each of the cancers of 
the breast, body of the uterus and ovary experienced in this 
group. 


And eligibility rules continue to place the burden of proof on 
individual workers. 


In line with the above considerations; Panel Members Gagnon 
and Jolley make the following finding: 


FINDING 2B: THE BOARD SHOULD ENTER CANCER OF THE BREAST; 
BODY OF THE UTERUS AND OVARY INTO SCHEDULE StOF 
THE WORKERS’ COMPENSATION ACT, AND THAT CANCER 
OF THE BREAST, BODY OF THE UTERUS AND OVARY BE 
DEEMED TO HAVE BEEN DUE TO THE NATURE OF WORK 
IN THE COILING AND WIRE DRAWING AREA OF THE CGE 
DUFFERIN STREET PLANT, UNLESS THE CONTRARY CAN 
BE PROVED. 


CONCLUDING OBSERVATION 


The present reference tellingly illustrates a matter that 
should be of growing concern among individual experts and 
public agencies involved with occupational health and workers ' 
compensation. Dr. Philip Enterline of the University of 
Pittsburgh has eloquently captured the essence of this concern 
in a recent paper. To quote Dr. Enterline: 


“We have had considerable success in identifying cancer 
causing agents in the workplace using epidemiologic 
methods. This success had made us very sensitive to the 
occurrence of cancer clusters among workers in the belief 
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that identification of some common exposure could reveal 
the presence of a carcinogen and lead to preventive 


measures. This intense surveillance is both a blessing 
and a curse. On ‘the’ sone ‘hand, “it ig> 4a proven way of 
discovering environmental causes of cancer. On the 


other, it leads to false alarms or does not always lead 
to identification of a causal agent. It is easy to 
demonstrate, using tables of random number 5, how 
clusters can occur by chance and to demonstrate that when 
the number of comparisons made in identifying clusters is 
known there is a basis for their evaluation. 
Unfortunately, in most instances, when cancer clusters 
are detected in the workplace the number of comparisons 
made is unknown and the statistical significance of the 
cluster cannot be evaluated- Moreover, it is not usually 
recognized that in this situation when a study is made as 
a result of discovering a cluster in a particular 
population, the cases that make up the cluster cannot be 
included in a data set which tests the hypothesis that a 
cluster exists. This paper illustrates the above points 


by actual experiences." (Enterline, P.E.: Evaluating 
Cancer Clusters. Am. Ind. Hyg. Assn. J. 46: March, 1985, 
pp: B-10-13) 


The particular situation covered by this Report has been 
complicated by the fact that the inclusion of index cases in 
the Shannon study of the CCE plant beclouded the issue of 
probable connection. The difficulty was further compounded by 
the non-existence of any comparable plant whose employee 
population could have been studied. The problem that arises 
in instances where a particular plant is unique is probably 
rare. But the possibility that a cluster is indeed a chance 
event is a matter of professional epidemiological concern that 
emphasizes the importance of approaching and reporting such 
studies with great respect for the apprehensions and 
expectations that they can arouse in worker populations.

Re: CGE Lamp Plant Study 


In November, 1982 Mr. Elie Martel announced in the 
Legislature that 24 women working in the Coiling and Wire 
Drawing (CWD) Department of the Canadian General Electric 
Company lamp plant have been diagnosed as having tumors, a 
number of which were malignant and at least 5 women have 
died of cancer. As a result of these findings an 
epidemiological investigation was initiated in August 1983. 
The study was funded by the Workers’ Compensation Board, the 
Ministry of Labour and the Canadian General Electric Company 
(CGE). 


The final results of the epidemiological study were 
presented to the CGE workers on November 20, 1986 by the 
study investigator, Dr. Harry Shannon, Associate Professor 
of McMaster University. He concluded that there was a 
significant increase in breast cancer in women working in 
the CWD department of the CGE plant. Specifically, 8 cases 
of breast cancer were observed when only 4 were expected. 
At this meeting the researchers advised the workers to 
submit claims to the WCB for compensation. The study 
received media coverage in the Toronto Star on November 22, 
1986. To date one claim has been received for compensation 
benefits.

At the request of the Workers' Compensation Board, the 
study was reviewed by Dr. A. B. Miller of the University of 
Toronto. Dr. Miller submitted his report on January 14, 
1987 and concluded, "I do not feel it is appropriate that 
the study be regarded as sufficient for compensation 
purposes at this time." Two Canadian General Electric 
consultants, Dr. Richard Monson and Dr. Otto Wong, have also 
reviewed drafts of the report. Both of these 
epidemiologists have raised serious concerns regarding the 
adequacy of this study. 


Board staff have examined the original study, the 
comments of the various reviewers and the relevant 
scientific literature (copies of which are attached). They 
consider that the available evidence assessed in terms of 
the strength, consistency, temporality, and specificity of 
the association is currently insufficient to allow the 
development of a defensible and equitable policy with 
respect to breast or gynecological cancers for this 
occupational group. 


The Board now requests the opinion of the Industrial 
Disease Standards Panel on this matter and would seek their 
specific advice in relation to the following questions: 


1. In the Panel's opinion, is there an occupational 
association between working in the CGE Dufferin 
Street Lamp Plant Coiling and Wire Drawing 
Department, and 


(a) the development of breast cancer? 
(b) the development of gynecological cancers? 


2. If it is determined that there is an occupational 
association between working in the Coiling and Wire 
Drawing Department of CGE and the development of 
cancer: 


(a) What is the Panel's opinion regarding the 
likely causal agent or process? In 
particular, is there any evidence to 
suggest that exposure to methylene 
chloride may cause an increased incidence 
of breast cancer and/or gynecological 
cancer in workers?

“adverse driving conditions” means snow, sleet, ice, 


fog and any other unfavourable atmospheric, road 
or driving condition; 
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“automatic on-board recording device” means an elec- 
tric, electronic or electro-mechanical device in a 
commercial motor vehicle that automatically 
records a driver’s duty status;

“drive” means to drive a commercial motor vehicle on 
a highway; 


“driver” means a person who drives a commercial 
motor vehicle on a highway; 


“emergency vehicle” means, 


(a) a road service vehicle operated by or on 
behalf of a road authority, 

(b) avehicle used by a person employed by or on 

behalf of a police force, or 


a vehicle used by or on behalf of a public 
utility as defined in the Public Utilities Cor- 
porations Act;

“home terminal” means an operator’s place of business 
to which a driver normally reports for work; 


“inspector” means the Registrar or an_ officer 
appointed for the purpose of carrying out the provi- 
sions of the Act or the regulations; 


“on duty” includes the time spent performing activities 
described in section 3 but excludes the time during 
which the driver is temporarily relieved of responsi- 
bility by the operator; 


“operator” means an operator as defined in subsection

mobile accommodation or as a self-propelled 
mobile accommodation and used as transportation 
without compensation for personal or recreational 
purposes and includes but is not limited to a cabin 
trailer, collapsible cabin trailer, tent trailer and 
camping trailer; 


“sleeper berth” means a sleeping accommodation in a 
commercial motor vehicle that is designed, con- 
structed and maintained as a sleeping accommoda- 
tion in accordance with good industrial practice.
